WAS MINISTER 
FOR 45 YEARS 


The Rev. James Lower Grimm, D. 
D., pastor of the Otterbein United 
Brethren church. Spry, and father 
of Herbert L. Grimm, editor and J 
manager of The Gettysburg Times, I 
who for a period of forty-five years j 
served pastorates of that denomina- ! 
lion, died at 8:20 o'clock Tuesday 
night at his residence, 326 West j 
Philadelphia 
street, 
York. 
The 
well known clergyman, the last of ■ 
a family line of ministers in the j 
United Brethren church that spans i 
practically its entire history, was 
sixty-four years old. 
The Rev. Dr. Grimm was well 
known In Gettysburg where he en­

through his many visits here. 
The death of Doctor Grimm was 
sudden. 
Although he had been In 
declining health for some time suf­ 
fering from a heart ailment, he had 
dinner with his son and daughter 
early Tuesday evening.

Tuberculosis is an insidious dis­ 
case. 
Millions of men carry this infec­ 
tion quiescent during the greater 
part of their lives without at any 
time being aware of it. 
Children with tuberculosis glands 
often 
grow 
into 
the 
lustiest of 
adults. 
Another child may tie scrofulous 
and still grow into vigorous m an­ 
hood. 
Massive 
infection 
w ith 
deadly 
tuberculosis germs may send the 
most robust to the grave in a few 
months. 
The very mild infections are fre­ 
quently unrecognized. 
N ature cures tuberculosis every 
day. 
The aim of medical science is to 
assist Nature in her effort to w ith­ 
stand invasion. 
The great purpose is to increase 
vital resistance and so establish 
more or less Immunity. 
There are two chief sources of in­ 
fection. 
Persons affected with the disease. 
And diseased anim als. 
Tuberculosis frequently occurs in 
households. 
This does not m ean th a t the dis­ 
ease is hereditary. 
Congenital tuberculosis (tubercu­ 
losis at birth) is exceedingly rare. 
Tuberculosis occurs in m any of 
the dom esticated anim als. 
Infection from anim als Is possible 
in a variety of ways, but the one 
method most frequently met is un 
infected milk supply. 
Universal 
tuberculin 
testing 
of 
cattle or adequate pasteurization of 
milk will minimize this danger, 
In general, prevention of tubercu­ 
losis among children is dependent 
upon three factors—clean, whole­ 
some food, sanitary, environment, 
and good health among the persons 
with whom the child comes in daily 
contact. 
A periodic health examination is 
necessary to detect the beginning of 
a serious condition and to enable 
one to use timely caution in his 
conduct toward others. 
If adults would be fair to their 
owTi children and to other children 
tuberculosis could be m aterially re- 


D uring the la^t quarter of a cen­ 
tury the death rate for tuberculosis 
has decreased more than half. 
In 
1900 the white plague took off in 
excess of 200 persons of every 100,- 
000 in our population. 
In 1928 this 
rate had been reduced to about 79 
per 100,000. 
In 1930 the rate was 
about 72.
